‘OWA FOR BRYAN. 


The Political Tide Turning Rapidly to 
Free Silver. 


Special] to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Oct. 14—The polls 
received by Chairman Curry of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee indicate that the 
State is surely for Bryan. In 1892 Harrison 
did not have a majority over the Democrats 
and Populists combined, and the poll as 
compared to this shows that big gains have 
been made. In making estimates the polls 
have been discounted from 10 to 15 per cent, 
yet the result shows the State for Bryan. 
In the larger towns, with the exception of 
Sioux City, where 1,000 majority for Bryan 
is assured by the ** and perhaps 1,500, 
the Republicans will lose less than in the 
rural dtstricts and small towns, where at 
least half of the Republican leaders and 
their following have.come out for Bryan.

CHICAGO, III., Oct. 14—The Populist Ex- 
ecutive Committee, which met here yester- 
day, has issued the following manifesto: 

To the People’s Party Voters of the 
United. States—Our National Committee in- 
dulged the hope that the patriotic action 
of the People’s Party in National Conven- 
tion in subordinating the interests of party 
to the success of thé vital issues involved 
in this campaign would be met by equally 
unselfish devotion to a common interest on 
the part of the Democratic party, and that 
all the friends of silver could present.a solid 


front against the minions of greed by sup- 
porting one ticket, the truly co-operative 
ticket, Bryan and Watson. But this hope 
being disappointed there were but two 
courses left, one of which must be adopted. 
First, to run a straight Bryan and Watson 
electoral ticket in every State, which, on 
account of the failure of the Democratic 
party to support this ticket, would have 
effected the same result in this campaign 
that would have followed the nomination 
of a straight Populist ticket at St. Louis, 
namely, t election of McKinley and the 
triumph of the gold standard. 

It is true that the Democratic party 
would be responsible, even to a greater ex- 
tent than ourselves, for such a result, but 
te permit evil to triumph on such grounds 
would convict us, as well as them, of a lack 
of patriotism and a narrow partisanship 
that would deservedly forfeit to us the confi- 
dence of the American pepple.

LOHLA HAMMERED BECAUSE HE

NOTORIOUS WOMEN APPLAUD. 


Case of a Man Who Was First Terror- 
ized and Then Nearly 
: Murdered. 


Screams of agony came ringing from 
the wine rooms of Manley’s saloon, corner 
of Clark and Broadway, as Sergeants O' Don- 
nell and O'Connor were passing Tuesday 
night. 

The police officere rushed in and found 
Tony Lohla, a daryman, living at 5207 Bene- 
dict, lying on the floor in one of the wine 
rooms. is face was so lacerated and cov- 
ered with blood that it looked like a bat- 
tered, crimson mask. 

Thomas Macklin, who is interested in the 
saloon, and Robert Moore were pounding 
Lohla with heavy beer glasses and bottles 
when the policemen entered. Two notorious 
women named Kittie Wilson and Edna San- 
ders were standing on chairs screaming 
their approval. 

Kill him,“ one of them cried. “‘He might 
as well be dead as the way he is.” 

Lohla was writhing upon the floor, his 
head and face cut in a dozen places. The 
policeman arrested Lohla's assailants, and 
the two women. Lohla was taken to the 
Dispensary and his wounds were dressed. 

According to Lohla’s story he went into 
Manley’s saloon Tuesday evening for a 
drink. He was invited into the wineroom 
and forced to buy drink after drink for 
the two men and their disreputable asso- 
ciates. Whenever he hesitated to order the 
drinks he was threatened with assault. 
In this way he was practically kept a 
prisoner for over an hour. 

Finally Lohla refused to buy drinks any 
longer and the men then assaulted him. The 
cases against his assailants were continued 
in the Police Court. Lohla, with his head 
almost completely swathed in bandages, 
then went before Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Johnson, accompanied by the two 
police sergeants who made the arrest, and 
obtained warrants for Robert Moore and 
Thomas Macklin on State charges of as- 
sault.

I have gone over all the figures given to 
me by the leaders of the various parties, 
and I cannot discover any signs of a Re- 
publican victory except in the reduction of 
the Democratic majority. 

It is true that Henry Clay Evans, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, was 
elected two years ago, and was counted out 
of office by the Legislature, but it is also 
true that the Populists in that year cast 
23,000 votes. 
a Bryan and Watson ticket in the field here, 
at least three-quarters of the Populist vote 
will go to the Bryan and Sewall electors. 

Mr. Cleveland carried Tennessee four 
years ago by a majority of more than . 
000, but Mr. Bryan is not likely to win by 
more than a third of that figure. 

There has been a very heavy registration 
of voters in Tennessee. Experienced men 
say that this election will bring out the 
heaviest vote ever known. 

But I scarcely believe that the Democratic 
defection will amount to quite 20,000. It is 
the extreme figure claimed by Mr. Savage, 
the State chairman of the Palmer and Buck 
ner Committee. A partisan anxious to 
make out a case for McKinley might juggle 
with the figures on the basig of the vote 
for Governor two years ago and outline a 


Republican majority. But I have taken 
the figures of both parties and tested them

AT THE HURRICANE’S MERCY. 


The Poor Sailors Had to Cling to the 
Sides of Their Overturned 
Craft.

NEW YORK, Oct. M. — Capt. Gheen and 
six men of the crew of the schooner Luther 
M. Reynolds of Frederick, Del., who were 
Picked up at sea from their dismasted and 
water-legged vessel by the Morgan Line 
Steamer El Mar, were brought to this city 
to-day. 

Capt. Gheen said the schooner left Bruns- 
wick, Ga., on Sept. 3 with a cargo of 
railroad ties for Elizabethport, N. J. When 
off Cape Romaine on Oct. 1 she met a 
nertherly gale, but managed to beat up to 
winter quarter lightship. The gale then 
increased to a hurricane. 

ape was headed off shore for eight hours 
an then hove to under elose reefed main- 
Sail and spanker and made good weather of 
it until Sunday morning last. Then three 
or four heavy seas washed abeard and 
started the deck load. The vessel began to 
leak badly, The crew mann the pumps 
and gtuck te them in gpite of the fact 
that 1 water steadily 118 on them un- 
th the vessel Allied and burst up the 
hatches. 
he hurricane struck the Reynolds broad- 
side and she keeled over until the topmasts 
touched the water, all the crew seramblin 
over the bulwarks out of the high side an 
clinging there. 

The seas were running heavily, and soon 


5 washed the masts and deck-houses away. 


Then the vessel righted, but the decks wer 

ripped up, the cabin washed out, and a 

the foed, water, clothing and nautical in- 
struments gone. The crew huddled aft 
with no protection save a strip of canvas, 
while the deal broke continually over the 
schooner. — 

All Sunday night they watched for help, 
and Monday merning at 11 a. m. the El Mar 
heve in sight well to the southward. Sight- 
ing the wreck she made for her and took 
off the Reynolds’ crew. 


RESCUERS SHIPWRECKED. 


Terrible Experience at Sea of a Nor- 
wegian Crew. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. ‘14.—The 
crew of the wrecked Norwegian bark 
Lovise arrived last evening on the British 
steamer Evelyn, and told a remarkable 
story of a double sea disaster. 

The Lovise sailed from Mobile, Ala., for 
Resario, Argentine Republic, Aug. 17, with 
a cargo of pitch pine, and on Sept, 9 sighted 
the ship Marshall, going 9 pieces in a hur- 
rieane. The men of the Lovise took off the 
crew of the Marshall and landed them on 
the Bermudas, 

The Lovise then resumed her voyage 
and on Sept. 23 she began to leak. The crew 
was obliged to take to the boats two days 
later, and until Oct, 3 the nine men were at 
the mercy of the waves. Two sailors be- 
came crazy, on account ef the small water 
allowance, and all were in a very low condi- 
tion when Capt. Horner of the Evelyn 
sighted them, on Oct. 3.

14—A sensa- 
tional story printed this morning to the 
effect that the United States dispatch boat 
Bancroft had orders to force the Darda- 
nelles caused something of a stir, but the 
closest inquiry fails to disclose any change 
in the policy ef the State Department 
towards the Turkish question, and in par- 
ticular respecting the movements of the 
little dispatch beat Bancroft.

Dowd would not say what these provis- 
ene were, but it is understood that he will 
not accept the management of the team 
unlesg promised cemplete control of th 
players both on and off the field, unlimite 
power to make trades and above all some 
money to purchase a couple of minor league 
men whom he wants. 

“I do not want much,” said Mr. Dowd; 
“that is I do not consider it much, but 
Mr. Von der Ahe may not look 15 in the 
same light as I do. The financ part o 
the contract is factory to me, and 
if Mr. Von der Ahe will agree to the few 
little things that I propose to ask of him 
I will sign this afternoon and will at once 
go to work to build up the team for next 


season. 

“I think that I can do pretty good work 
with a couple of thousand dollars. There 
are a few minor leaguers that I would like 
to have. They will be a good investment at 

each, Then I can do good business 
with some old leaguers if I can spend a 
few dollars, 

“The team needs about four good men to 
make it a first division article. I know 
where I can get them if I am given a 
chance, I will not say anything further 
until I see what I can do. 

“Thsi is a first-class town, and the boys 
know that if we have a winner that noth- 
ing will be too good for them. They are 
all anxious to play here and will show up 
in the best of shape next spring. I will not 
make any predictions or promises. I will 
do my t to land the team as high as 

ossible and if I get the men I want and I 

now I can get, I know that we will finish 
creditably.’’ 

Mr. Dowd’s accession to the management 
of the Browns will be well received in St. 
Louis. His splendid handling of what was 
left of the team, after Connor got through 
with it last summer, was all that could de 
desired.

MAY BE CHANGED, 


THE ’FRISCO HAS TWO BILLS BR. 
FORE THE COUNCIL. 


AN URBAN FIVE-CENT FARE. 


tions Are to Be Constructed 
Where Needed. 


The St. Louis & San Francisco Railway 
Co. had two bills introduced by Councilman 
Keyes in the meeting of the Council, pro- 
viding for two changes in ordinances al- 
ready passed by the Assembly. The first 
erdinance, approved in 1881, giving the com- 
pany a right of way from the city limits to 
Taylor avenue, is changed as to the rates of 


fare to be charged on morning and evening 
trains. This ordinance is an old one and has 
been lying away in the Register’s office for 
some time unnoticed. 

The section changed is section 9 of ordin- 
ance No. 11,725, approved June 27, 1881. It 
is amended so as to read: 

„The fare on all trains running on said 
road between the hours of 5 and 7 o'clock a. 
m. and between the hours of 5 and 7 o'clock 
p. m. shall not exceed 5 cents for a single 
passage within the limits of said city, and 
on all trains, except the trains aforesaid, 
the fare shall not exceed 10 cents for a single 
passage over so much of said road as s 
lay within the city limits of said city.”’ 

ection 11 of ordinance No. 12,853, ap- 
— June 6, 1884, is amended so as to read 
as ws: 

‘Said company shall erect and maintain 
convenient and comfortable depots on its 
line within said city, and as accessible as 
presen from the depots now respective- 
y established on the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
way within said city, as follows: Near the 
city limits at Cheltenham, Howards and 
Tower Grove, and the fare on such trains as 
shall run between the hours of 5 and 7 
o'clock a. m. and between the hours of 5 
and 7 o’clock p. m. shall not exceed 5 cents 
for a single passage within the limits of said 
city, and the fare on other trains stopping 
at the stations in the city limits aforesaid 


shall not exceed 10 cents for a single pass- 


age in the limits of said city.”

She gave the following recipes: 
German Horns—Pour one-half pint of 
scalding milk over two ounces. of butter. 
When lukewarm add one yeast cake dis- 
solved in a little water; add one-half tea- 
spoon of salt, two tablespoons of sugar and 
enough flour to make a dough; turrm out 
onto the board and knegd until perfectly 
even and free from stickiness; return it to 
the bowl and stand in a warm place until 
light. Roll it out a half-inch in thickness, 
cut into crescents and place in a greased 
pan. When these are very light place in a 
quick oven and bake ten minutes. Beat to- 
gether, the white of one egg, one tablespoon 
of sugar and one of milk; brush the cres- 
cents with this and dust with chopped al- 
monds; return them to the oven for five 
minutes. , a 
Cinnamon Rolls.—Scald one pint, of milk. 
beat three eggs and add them with two 
ounces of butter to the milk: when luke- 
warm add one teaspoon of salt and one- 
half yeast cake dissolved in a little of the 
milk, then add sufficient flour to make a 
thin batter; beat until smooth and stand 
in a warm place (not exceeding 70 degrees 
F.) until light. Then add enough flour to 
make a soft dough. Turn it out onto the 
board and knead untill smooth; put it back 


J into the bowl and stand aside again until 


very light. Then roll it out into a thin 
sheet, spread with soft butter, cover thick- 
ly with sugar, sprinkle over dried currants 
and cinnamon. Roll it into a long roll 
and cut cross tHe roll into two-inch pieces 
and set on end close together in a greased 
pan. When light again bake in a moderate 
oven about a half hour. Turn them out of 
the pan while hot. 

Corn Gems.—Put into a bowl one and a 
half cups of corn meal. Place in the center 
two tablespoons of butter and pour over it 
one cup of boiling water and stir. Then 
add one cup of cold milk beaten with three 
yolks, add one teaspoon salt, the well-beaten 
whites of the eggs and two teaspoons of 
baking powder. Fill the greased gem pans 
about two-thirds full and bake in a hot oven 
thirty minutes.
